Once completed, the visa applicant or their appointed 
representative can attach this form to the Partner or Prospective 
Marriage visa application in ImmiAccount. 

Warning: The Migration Act 1958 (the Act) provides penalties 
for providing false or misleading statements of 10 years’ 
imprisonment or a fine of AUD313,000, or both.
